The Annusal Address Dolivered by
Him At Papillion's Big

Poampkin Show,

—_——

The second annual fair of the Sarpy
county agricultural socioty closed at Pa-
pillion, Neb., on Saturday. On the af-
ternoon of that day, Mayor W. R.
Vaughan, of this clty, gave the annual

address, of which the following portions
are of great Interost:
Our Puritan forefathers were beliovers
in individual thought only so long as the
individual was willing to think aas they
did. Any one who did not think as they
did they did not propose to tolerate, and
they told them so, and sometimes elipped
their ears that they might hear and note
this fact the better. But in our day and
generation every man is expected to think
for himself, and we try to teach our chil-
dren and young people to do so, And
to-day there is no stronger support in the
whole structure of the American nation
than this very element of individoal
thought, permeating as it does all classes
and conditions of men among us. Our
common school system is, of course, the
root of this tendenoy, but in the indus-
trial exposltions, which are springing up
all over the country, lie the great object
lessons, supplementing this grand popu-
lar eduocation as it progresses from the
common schools to the colleges, to the
workshops, to the mines, and to the
fields. hat idea, do you think, one
child in & hundred, pouring with weary
brain over his maps of yellow, pink and
green, acquires of this vast ocountry in
which we live? Do you not think, nay,
do you not know, that those same chil-
dren will learn more of thoss outlaying
sections in one-balf hour in our fairs
among the wonders in the exhibits made
by the western railroads |

I think it may be truly eaid that most
of the improvements and inventions
which have contributed so much to the
comfort of mankind and the wealth of the
nations, are very largely due to the in-
dustry of those who have risen by their
own endeavor from the humble walks of
life. There In a fixedness and reliability
in agricultural pursuits which are not al-
ways found in other branches of in-
dustry. The =oil remains ever ready
to be tilled, and the farmer, with ruddy
health and brawny arms, depends alone
upon the work of his hands and kind
Providence for a roward of his labor.
Thus our farmers are the most Indepen- |,
dent of our citizens. They produce, or
have within their reach, all they need for
their necessities and for their comfort.
Their crops may be more abundant at
one haryvest than another, and their pro-
ducts may command a higher price at
ono market than another, Thess con.
ditions may expand or contract, their
ability to indulge inluxuries or in expen-
ditures, not absolutely needful, but they
should never be in want of the decessi-
tios of life, This is the sure result of
well regulated farming. When the farm-
er falls and becomes bankrupt in his bus-
inans, wo may look for shiftlessness, or a
too ambitious desire to own more land or
stock than he can pay for, or an inter-
meddling with matters that bear no rela-
tion to his farm, or such mismanagement
and ignorance as demonstrate that he
has misiaken his vocation, In the in-
dustrious, intelligent and contented
farmer, the state tinds n safe and profita.
ble citizen, always contributing to ita
woalth and power, The real value of
the farmer to the state is not fully appre-
ciatad until we consider that he feads the
millions of our people who are engaged
in  other ursuits; that the
product of is  labor filla the
rvenues of our commerce, and supplies
an important factor in our tiumwlnrrsla-
tions with other nations, It is the farm.
er's right, and his duty, to demand that
all unjust and inequitable burdens upon
sgriculture and s products, however
caused, should be removed, and that
while the furtherance of the other inter-
es's of the state have due regard, this
important one should not be neglected. | (1
